One of the most celebrated of the now fa-
mous, enterprising and Intrepld Dakota girls,
who reside In the great cattle country west
of the Misourl river, in Miss Besale Hill, the
pestmaster at Leon, Stanley county. Miss
Bessie not only attends to her dutles as rep-
reseptative of Uncle Sam In that wild region,
but does a great deal of the riding after her
father's #tock, pulls cattle out of the mire
by means of a rope attached to the horn of
her gaddle, Lrands calves, breaks bronchis,
and is consldered one of the Dbest “'cow
hands'" between the Missourl river and the

Mixs HIIl uses the regulation cowboy sad-
dle, and weurs divided skirts, sombrero and
gauntlet glovea. She [s an expert with a
larint and a crack shot with rifle or six-
shooter. One of her favorite diversions Is
to lasso a wild Texas steer, saddle and bridie
him, mount upon his back and turn him
locse upon the prairie. She claime that
these anfmals are quite as easlly subdued
a8 the average broncho. Thia daring voung
woman is 16 years of age, tall and handsome,
with unusually pleasant manoers, and no
one from casual observation would imagine
for a moment that «he posscascas 80 much
nerve and almost reckless courage,

Her parents formerly resided In Blunt,
B. ., but nearly seven years ago, when a
portion of the great Sloux reservation was
opened to  settlement, they removed to
Stanley county, which is embraced in the
ceded lands, and engnged in eattle raising.

Sioce then Miss Dessle's most Intimate
friends have been cowboys and Indians,

But unless one's figure s very much out of
drawing there Is ue more oocasion for hav-
lng n corset made to order than ons's gloves,
But It must be fitted with exactly the same
caro and nleety ns n glove. Every number
of every kind of high-grade corset comos
now in at least twenty different models,
which are supposed to embrace every possibie
variety of normal figure, the Mgh and low
bust, the small and large hip, the long and
short walst, ete,

At the appolnted time
she In recelved by an expert fitter, oquipped
with twenty or more different corsets of
the same model, laced and ready to try on.
The first pyting on of a corset, you Know,
counts for am much as the initinl adjust.
ment of a glove. The varlous moldels are
then trigd, untll an absolutely perfect fit
is discovered; and should It chance that
none of them exactly suita the figurs, altor-
atioms are made, free of charge, that ensure
that perfect moulded effect so dear to the
feminine heart. With the really smart
trade, however, this ordeal Is rarely gone
through with more than twice a year, for
I cannot now recall a cliont who purchases
a single corset at a time. They usually
buy three at lenst, and keep them all golng,
too; for frequent changing not only keops
the shape and contour of the corsel Inlaet,
hut goes a long way toward preserying
the girlish curves and springy outlines of
the Niure. The corset should be changed
for  dinner, just as much aa the gown;
and as for evening wear, guite a different
cut must be worn, though 1T am bound to
say that, with the lowered bust of the
Intont street corset it I8 pot Impossible to
make It do duty also for evening. The
best dressmakers, you kbnow, require quite
a different corset for fitting a tallor gown
over than for the ftting of softer goods.

“My advice as to the very best method
of corsetting a woman on the least possihle
outlay? That Is caslly given. In the firat
place, let every woman underatand that there
are no materiale In the world better for eor-
sotd than fret-class coutille and pure whale-
bene; when she wears the proper model in
this combination, she I8 to all intents and
purpoges a perfectly corseted woman, and
unlesa she has some ecceontricity of figure
that must be pampered to, she can accure
such a model for about $6. Oh! 1 know the
pretty brocades and sating with the dainty
Ince trimmings are alluring to the eye, but
they really signify nothing so far s= gaining
and Keeping a well-set-up, telm figure |s
concerned,  One could not make a greater
miatake than to put all her money Into one
such elogance for speclal occasions, and wear
cheap, H-Ntting coreets the rest of the time.
No, if you are lmited in Income, atick to
the good doutille coreet, and turn It over to
the housemald the moment It becomea In
the least strotehed, steained or discolored.
The secret of keeping your figure frosh and
young is never to allow yoursell to go about
in an old, YWroken-down corset; economlize
anywhere else, rather than to Hmit yourseil
to two or three a year, Six corsets, Includ-
Ing neglige, bleyele and evenlng wear, ought

however, to carry one very comfortably
through a twelvemonth.
CORSETS FOR EXTREME SIZES.
